The contest between U.S. Senator Kobert Griffin 
and former Gov. G. Mennen Williams for the Senate 
is the top attraction in Michigan’s Nov. 8 election, with 
the re-election of Gov.

“The cities of tomorrow are 
organisms and we can create 
them on the basis of these prin­ 
ciples,” 
D oxia^ said. “ We 
have to create rational networks 
for our high speed, mechanical 
systems within which we can 
construct human communities.” 


On the drawing board, his plan 
resembles a tic-tac-toe design, 
with the lines representing traf­ 
fic networks and the squares 
representing communities of up 
to 50,000 persons each.

PKU Uncommon 
For Michigan 


LANSING <AP)~A mentally 
retarding disease called PKU, 
which strikes newborn babies, 
is less common in Michigan 
than on the estimated national 
average, says the State Health 
Department. 


Since statewide testing for 
Phenylketonuria <PKU* 
began 
about four years ago. the depart­ 
ment said here. 172.000 babies 
have been checked and only six 
cases were found, or about one 
per 28,000 babies. 


The department said the U. S. 
Children’s Bureau estimates the 
PKU rate at one case per 15,000. 


“Each of the babies dis­ 
covered wiUi the disease is now 
under treatment and will be 
saved from a life of mental re­ 
tardation,” the department taki.

**8ome fantaotto things a n 
happening in the Great Lakes 
and we think they’re going to 
affect everyone here in the next 
few years,” Dr. Wayne Tody, 
chief of the Fish Diviston, Mich­ 
igan Conservation Department, 
tcld the Upper Michigan Tour­ 
ist Association at Beesemer 
this week. 


*’We on the Great Lakes here 
are in the greatest concentra­ 
tion of cold fresh water in the 
world. It had a balanced popu- 
latk>n of fish and few to use it 
so it developed into a commer­ 
cial fishery and was exploited 
and the fish popuIaik>ns were 
kittled down. 


’Then tragedy struck in the 
sea lampreys and they destroy­ 
ed the valuable species, especi­ 
ally on Lakes Michigan and 
Huron and to a lesser degree 
on Superior. The control of the 
lampreys with chemicals has 
been one of the success stories 
uf the century, but in the low­ 
er lakes, and especially Michi­ 


gan and HuiiOB, tiM alewlfe has 
booome aa bad or an even worse 
proUem than the lamprey. 


L|ko A Mewrtsla 
Estimated annual produc- 
tkio of atewivof 'is 200 miiUon 
pounds a year In Lake Michi­ 
gan. They make up a-school that 
stretches from Ludington around 
Lake Michigan to Chicago and 
in Green Bay and it’s 9 to 25 
miles wide and over 100 feet 
deep in places. On sonar it 
looks like a mountain. 


“Our thought is that this is 
not a problem, but a blessing. 
These little forage fish consti­ 
tute 90 per cent of the fish 
population of Lake Midiigan.

' *'Lake Superior lake trout 
are on their way back. Tliey are 
already 
quite 
abundant

er ttiere have been big catches 
by charter boats this summer 
and on Keweenaw Bay there 
have been reporta of too many 
taken, as many as 30 a day. The 
steelheads (lake>running rain­ 
bows) on Superi(M* are holding 
up but not increasing.

mon fits almost perfectly into 
the Great Lakes picture if it 
can adapt to it The .C(^o only 
lives 3 years, wluch are split 
between lake and stream life. 
The Coho can be produced in 
abundance;

difficult to produce abundant­ 


ly: they have to spend two 
full years in a stream and the 
mortality there is high, even 
if we don’t fish them. The Coho 
is only in the hatchery and Hie 
stream one-half as long and it 
can be produced 10 times as 
abundantly at the same cost.
